Accordin g to 
the dispatches, the 
American “dev il dog s” 
will 
occupy 
position s n ow held by the British. 
The mov e, g reatly welcomed by the 
British, upon whom the bulk of the 
burden defen din g 
the in tern ation al 
settlemen t has fallen , is a sudden re­ 
v ersal of the policy of American au­ 
thorities, as it was an n oun ced orig ­ 
in ally that they were determn ied to 
lan d forces on ly for the main ten an ce 
of in tern al order an d to defen d Un ited 
States n ation als an d their properties. 
The American marin es sped out an d 
assisted the British Coldstream g uards 
at the Markham Road bridg e, when 
the Southern ers threaten ed to cross 
the creek at this poin t. 
Comparativ e quiet reig n ed in the 
Chin ese areas of Shan g hai after the 
turbulen ce of the last two day s, while 
rain , alway s an effectiv e dampen er on 
Chin ese passion s, also helped to slack­ 
en the fires of in cen diaries. 
There was ren ewed sn ipin g in the 
Northern Chin ese districts an d desul­ 
tory fig htin g between Can ton ese an d 
the Shan tun g ese who were retreatin g 
from Sooehow. 
The on ly other in ciden t worthy of 
n ote was a mob demon stration before 
the British barriers, on the n ortheast 
boun dary of the In tern ation al Settle­ 
men t, a poin t far remov ed from the 
place 
g uarded 
by

Despite the 
chillin g down pour of 
rain all day lon g , the Chapel n ativ e 
district, 
so 
recen tly the scen e of 
frig htful carn ag e, con ducted a demon ­ 
stration of welcome to the Nation al­ 
ists, 50,000 person s participatin g , an d 
smaller demon stration s were con duct­ 
ed in other Chin ese section s. 
Man y shops were reopen ed, decreas­ 
in g the idle to that ex ten t. 
A witn ess who v isited the Chapel 
reported that more than 2,000 houses 
were destroy ed by fire durin g 
the 
riots

Charred bodies were seen in the ruin s, 
while weepin g men an d women were 
stumblin g thru them searchin g 
for

their 
belon g in g s. 
They had little success in fin din g their 
property for looters had carried off 
what the flames spared. 
The American g ov ern men t will use 


its en tire n av y if n ecessary to pro­ 
tect American liv es an d property in 
Chin a, the state departmen t has an ­ 
n oun ced. 
Reg ardless of what other Powers 
do, American s will remain in Chin a 
un der the fullest protection of their 
g ov ern men t, it was raid emphatically .

Thirty -four u.Lion 
dollars, or 
m ore than $*9 0,000 a day . will be 
the 19 27 tax contribution of the 
gas and electric utility companies 
of New York State to the cost of 
gov ernment, according to an esti­ 
mate made by 
the 
New 
York 
State Committee on Public Utility 
Information. 
The sum of 34 million dollars 
represents approx imately ten per 
cent of the total gross rev enues 
of the utilities, which was about 
346 million dollars in 19 26. 
The ta x es this y ear, according 
to the Committee, will equal more 
than half of the net earnings of 
the companies. 
Of the 34 millions 
in 
tax es, 
two-thirds will go 
to 
the 
city , 
county and state treasuries, and 
one-third to tlie Federal gov ern­ 
ment. 
Thirty -four 
million 
dollars 
amounts to more than three 
dol­ 
lars apiece for each inhabitant of 
the State. 
In 19 10 the tax es paid 
bv 
gns 
and 
electric 
utilities 
amounted to 55 cents for each in­ 
habitant. 
Gas and electric utility tax bills 
in 19 10 equaled 20 per 
cent 
of 
the net earnings of the 
compan­ 
ies. 
By 19 22 the percentage had 
risen to 39 per cent of 
the 
net 
earnings. 
This y ear it will equal 
about 60 per cent of the net earn­ 
ings, it is estimated. 
I tility tax rates in New York 
hav e hern raised at v arious times, 
with the result that a larger pro­ 
portion than ev er of the cost of 
gov ernment 
is being 
borne 
by 
public serv ice companies. 
A\ itli public ownership of such 
properties the tax es now paid by 
priv ate companies would be add­ 
ed to the burden of the general 
tax pay er, ev en though lie could 
not use the serv ice of the public­ 
ly owned plant which would he 
tax -ex empt. 
Public 
ownership 
does not reduce tax es by 
elimi­ 
nating them from one 
class 
of 
property , it simply shifts the ob­ 
ligation to other tax able assets. 
The utility tax es paid in other 
states are proportionated about 
the sa me as in New 
York.— The

The village, which has a capacity of 
5,000 scal.\ 
inhabitants, 
is at Tela, 
Honduras. 
L>r, Afranlo do Amaral of 
Brazil is director. 
He recently made 
a flying trip from Central America to 
lecture before the H arvard school of 
public health. 
The village Is a concretew alled in­ 
closure, roofed with palm leaves, and 
containing 16 houses divided into three 
apartm ents each 
with 
two 
shallow 
drinking basins. 
There the venom Is extracted from 
the captives and shipped to Glenolden, 
Pa., where horses are gradually inocu­ 
lated with it. 
Their immunized blood 
makes a serum which is used to pro­ 
tect human life from the venom of 
snake bites. 
The yellow chin, or fer-de-lance, is 
the most common of the dangerous 
snakes of that section. 
There is also 
the eyelash snake, or horned viper; 
the cascebla 
rattler, and 
the coral 
snake. 
The institute also has a station at 
San Antonio, Texas, which is aided 
by the army, and this station captured 
4,(XX* rattlesnakes in a four-month pe­ 
riod last fell. 
Seventy-two bites were 
reported to the station In a three 
month period, and twenty-six of tho.se 
bitten were given the serum. 
None 
of these died, but 8 3 per cent of those 
not treated died. 
The principles of antivenln treat­ 
ment were developed by the state <»f 
Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. 
There the anti­ 
venln is distributed to the farmers, btu 
Doctor Amaral believes the best means 
of distribution here is through the 
drug stores. 
In Brazil hunters or cat­ 
tle riders in snake-infested territory 
may obtain small syringes containing 
the serum.
